at least morals and manners have been acquired and retained 
The children of immigrants taking on the outer semblance of 
American civilization, take on with the cheap finery and the 
<lan?v speech an equally cheap and tawdry idea of what it is 
to be" American. They throw overboard all the ancestral re- 
straints, and have not yet learned that the idea of liberty on 
which America was founded was not license, but the liberty 
due a people able to control themselves. Says a writer m the 
Saturday Evening Post:

"Democracy is not simply a magic outer garment to put on; 


it consists in training people to think and feel in a certain fash- 
ion and to submit themselves to certain restraints imposed by 
.all for the common good. Such.training takes time; for no'/ody 
can it be done over night."

who enter after school age little can be done. Their habits of 
mind are fixed. The schools help. While the child seldom 
pets the American point of view as it really is, he does acquire 
a desire to see that his children get more education than he had.
